Rod Blagojevich was arrested on corruption charges on Tuesday after wiretaps showed he 
was planning to sell President-elect Barack Obama’s Senate seat. Obama is not accused of wrongdoing.

CHICAGO I Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich was 
roused from bed and arrested Tuesday after 
prosecutors said he was caught on wiretaps 
audaciously scheming to sell Barack Obama’s 
vacant Senate seat for cash or a plum job for 
himself in the new administration. 

“I’ve got this thing and it’s [expletive] 

golden,” the 51-year- 

old Democrat said of 
his authority to appoint 
Obama’s replacement, 

“and I’m just not giv- 
ing it up for [expletive] 
nothing. I’m not gonna 
do it.” 

FBI agents arrest- 
ed the governor before 
daybreak at his Chicago 
home and took him 
away while his family 
was still asleep, saying 
the wiretaps convinced them that Blagojevich’s 
“political corruption crime spree” had to be 
stopped before it was too late. 

“This is a sad day for government,” U.S. 
Attorney Patrick J. Fitzgerald told a news 
conference in explaining the charges. 
“Governor Blagojevich has taken us to a 
truly new low.” 

The FBI said in court papers that the gov- 
ernor was overheard conspiring to sell the 
Senate seat for campaign cash or lucrative jobs 
for himself or his wife. He spoke of using the 
Senate appointment to land a job with a non- 
profit foundation or a union-affiliated group, 
and even held out hope of getting appointed 
as Obama’s secretary of health and human 
services or an ambassador, (ap)

Obama: No 
Talks With 
Blagojevich 

President-elect faces 
first major controversy 
since winning election 

WASHINGTON I Though Barack 
Obama isn’t accused of anything, 
the charges against his home-state 
governor — concerning Obama’s 
own Senate seat no less — are an 
unwelcome distraction. And the 
ultimate fallout is unclear. 

As Obama works to set up his 
administration and deal with an 
economic crisis, 
suddenly he also 
is spending time 
trying to distance 
himself from Illi- 
nois Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich. 

The president- 
elect was blunt in 
addressing the case on Tuesday: “I 
had no contact with the governor 
or his office, and so I was not aware 
of what was happening.” 

It’s Obama’s first big headache 
since his election last month, and 
Republicans were anything but 
eager to let it go away. 

Robert “Mike” Duncan, chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee, said: “Americans expect 
strong leadership, but President- 
elect Barack Obama’s comments 
on the matter are insufficient at

CHICAGOINo governor in the nation 
had more reason to watch his back 
than Rod Blagojevich. 

Illinois’ chief executive had 
known for at least three years he 
was under federal investigation for 
alleged hiring fraud, and that a cam- 
paign fundraiser caught by prose- 
cutors was talking. But authorities 
say that when a coveted political 
prize fell in his lap, the Democrat 
could not resist the urge to brazen- 
ly exploit it with an eye on reviving 
his moribund career. 

Trusted with the job of appoint- 
ing President-elect Barack Obama’s 
successor in the U.S. Senate, the 
governor conspired to sell or trade 
the office to the highest bidder, fed- 
eral prosecutors allege. 


That wasn’t all: Prosecutors say 
he also doled out jobs, contracts 
and appointments in return for 
campaign contributions, and tried 
to strong-arm a newspaper owner 


into firing editorial writers who 
had criticized him. 

“We were in the middle of a cor- 
ruption crime spree, and we want- 
ed to stop it,” U.S. Attorney Patrick 


Fitzgerald said Tuesday. 

Obama was not involved, accord- 
ing to prosecutors and to Blagojevich 
himself, whom they overheard 
complaining that Obama’s people 
are “not going to give me anything 
except appreciation.” 

“(Expletive) them,” he added. 

Federal investigators had bugged 
the governor’s campaign offices and 
tapped his home phone, capturing 
conversations laced with profanity 
and tough-guy talk. According to 
court papers, the governor tried to 
make it known through emissaries 
that the seat could be had for the 
right price. Blagojevich allegedly 
had a salary in mind — $250,000 
to $300,000 a year. 

Blagojevich was charged with 
conspiracy to commit fraud, which 
carries a maximum penalty of 20 
years in prison, and solicitation to 
commit bribery, which is punishable 
by up 10 years, mike robinson (ap)

State lawmakers don’t 
want governor to pick 
Obama’s replacement 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. I Hoping to thwart 
the possibility of an indicted gover- 
nor picking the next U.S. senator, 
top Illinois lawmakers said Tuesday 
they are prepared to call the legis- 
lature into session as early as next 
week to set a special election.

The lastappointed 
person to be refused a seat came 
from Alabama in 1913, when the 
Senate concluded the state had 
not given the governor the power

House Speaker Michael Madi- 
gan, D-Chicago, said he is prepared 
to convene the House on Monday to 
vote on a special election that would 
choose the successor to President- 
elect Barack Obama. Sen. Richard 
Durbin, D-Ill., urged the state to 
settle on a special election that could 
withstand a Blagojevich veto. 

“No appointment by this gov- 
ernor, under these circumstances, 
could produce a credible replace- 


ment,” Durbin said. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., made similar 
remarks, and called for a process 
to fill the vacancy that does not 
involve Blagojevich. The charges 
against the governor, Reid said, “are 
appalling and represent as serious a 
breach of the public trust as I have 
ever heard.” 

Rep. Jan Schakowsky, D-Ill., 
said the legislature should begin 
impeachment proceedings if 
Blagojevich does not resign.

Cancer Nearly No. I Killer 


Report: the disease 
will be the world s top 
cause of death by 2010 

ATLANTA I Cancer will overtake 
heart disease as the world’s top 
killer by 2010, part of a trend that 
should more than double global 
cancer cases and deaths by 2030, 
international health experts said in 
a report released Tuesday. 

Rising tobacco use in developing 
countries is believed to be a huge 
reason for the shift, particularly in 
China and India, where 40 percent 
of the world’s smokers now live. 
So is better diagnosing of cancer, 


along with the downward trend in 
infectious diseases that used to be 
the world’s leading 
killers. 

Cancer diag- 
noses around the 
world have steadi- 
ly been rising and 
are expected to 
hit 12 million this 
year. Global cancer 
deaths are expect- 
ed to reach 7 mil- 
lion, according to the new report by 
the World Health Organization. 

An annual rise of 1 percent in 
cases and deaths is expected — 
with even larger increases in China, 


Russia and India. That means new 
cancer cases will likely mushroom 
to 27 million annually by 2030, with 
deaths hitting 17 million. 

Underlying all this is an expect- 
ed expansion of the world’s popu- 
lation — there will be more people 
around to get the disease. By 2030, 
there could be 75 million people liv- 
ing with cancer around the world, a 
number that many health care sys- 
tems are not equipped to handle. 

“This is going to present an 
amazing problem at every level in 
every society worldwide,” said Peter 
Boyle, director of the WHO’s Inter- 
national Agency for Research on 
Cancer, mike stobbe (ap)

Investigators search 
for 15-month-old child 
in wreckage of house 

SAN DIEGO I Both engines of a mil- 
itary jet fighter failed before the 
aircraft crashed and burned in a 
residential area, killing three peo- 
ple on the ground as it destroyed 
two houses, a congressional aide 
said Tuesday. 

Investigators resumed the search 
for a missing child, believed to be 
15 months old, in the wreckage of 


one house. Neighbors were in shock 
at the tragedy that befell the South 
Korean child’s family Monday, hours 
after the father kissed his wife and 
baby goodbye in the driveway. 

The twin-engine F/A-18D Hor- 
net went down about two miles from 
Marine Corps Air Station Mira- 
mar. No official initial finding of 
the cause of the crash was given, 
but a congressional aide briefed on 
the crash said the pilot had been 
attempting to land at Miramar after 
his right engine malfunctioned. 

While the pilot was on final 


approach to the runway the air- 
craft also lost thrust from its left 
engine, and the pilot ejected, the 
aide said Tuesday. 

Three people — a mother, her 
baby and a grandmother — were 
killed in one house and officials said 
a fourth person was in the house 
and had not been found. 

Resident Choko McConnell, 85, 
said she often saw the grandmother 
pushing a child in a stroller. 

“I cried all night,” McConnell 
said. “A family perished, a young

Creditor offers funds 
to help closed business 
resolve factory protest 

C H l C AG 0 I Th^e creditor of a Chica- 
go plant where laid-off employees 
are conducting a sit-in to demand 
severance pay said Tuesday it would 
extend limited loans to the factory 
so it could resolve the dispute, but 
the workers declared their protest 
unfinished. 

The Republic Windows and 
Doors factory closed last week 
after Bank of America canceled 
its financing. About 200 laid-off 
workers responded by staging a 
sit-in at the plant, vowing to stay 
until getting assurances they would 
receive severance and accrued vaca- 
tion pay. 

Their action garnered national

attention, seen by some as a sym- 
bol of defiance for workers laid off 
nationwide. 


The bank appeared to side at 
least in part with disgruntled work-

Employee Claims to which they are 
legally entitled.” 

Leah Fried, a spokeswoman for 
the union representing the workers, 
said Tuesday that it was too soon 
to know whether the sit-in will 
be called off. She said that work- 
ers would have to vote to end the 
action but that negotiations among 
the bank, the company and union 
representative continued. 

Workers, who received just 
three days’ notice before the plant 
shut down on Friday, argue that 
the company violated federal law 
because employees were not given 
60 days’ notice that they were los- 
ing their jobs. 

The company did not return 
messages seeking comment Tues- 
day.

Police ID Mumbai Attack Suspects 


New details support 
India’s claim that raid 
had origins in Pakistan 

MUMBAI, INDIA I Police released 
names and photographs of suspect- 
ed Islamic militants who staged the 
bloody three-day siege of Mumbai 
and said they uncovered new details 
about the gunmen — including 
hometowns in Pakistan. 

The new information, if con- 
firmed, would bolster India’s claim 
that the attack was launched from 
Pakistan and was released as the 


Pakistani government announced 
more arrests in raids on Lashkar- 
e-Taiba, the militant group that 
India blames for the assault on its 
financial capital. 

Indian officials maintained a 
skeptical silence about the reported 
crackdown and arrest of an alleged 
mastermind of the Mumbai assault, 
which killed 171 people, raised fears 
of war between the nuclear-armed 
neighbors and eroded U.S. hopes for 
a regional push against al- Qaeda 
and other extremists. 

Mumbai’s chief police investi- 
gator, Rakesh Maria, showed pho-

tographs of eight of the nine slain 
attackers — some from identity 
cards, but three were gruesome pic- 
tures of maimed faces. The body of 
the ninth was too badly burned, he 
said. The 10th gunman, previously 
identified as Mohammed Ajmal 
Kasab, was captured alive.

German company will 
evacuate passengers in 
Yemen to avoid pirates 

B E R L l N I A German cruise ship plans 
to evacuate passengers in Yemen 
and fly them to the next port of 
call Wednesday to avoid any pos- 
sible encounters with pirates off the 
coast of lawless Somalia. 

Several other cruise operators 
said Tuesday they were also altering 
or canceling tours that would have 
gone past Somalia, as nations around 
the world debated how to confront 
piracy in the Gulf of Aden.

The M/S Columbus, on an 
around-the-world trip that began 
in Italy, will drop off its 246 pas- 
sengers Wednesday at the Yemeni 
port of Hodeidah before sailing 
through the gulf, the Hapag-Lloyd 
cruise company said.

Calls mount for PM 
to step down as violent 
riots continue in cities 

ATHENS I Greece faced its most 
extensive and violent riots in a 
quarter century Tuesday, as masked 
youths and looters marauded 
through cities for the fourth night 
in a rage sparked by a teenager’s 
death in a police shooting. 

The nightly scenes of burning 
street barricades, looted stores and 


overturned cars across the coun- 
try has left Greece’s increasingly 
unpopular conservative govern- 
ment reeling, with calls mounting 
for Prime Minister Costas Kara- 
manlis to resign. 

On Tuesday, police fired tear 
gas at protesters after the dead 
teenager, 15-year-old Alexandros 
Grigoropoulos, was buried in an 
Athens funeral attended by about 
6,000 people. Riots began anew in 
several cities, while Greek television 
stations broadcast footage show- 


ing riot police using pistols to fire 
warning shots into the air. 

Opposition Socialist leader 
George Papandreou called for early 
elections, charging that the conser- 
vatives are incapable of defending 
the public from rioters. 

“The government cannot handle 
this crisis and has lost the trust of 
the Greek people,” Papandreou said. 
“The best thing it can do is resign 
and let the people find a solution ... 
We will protect the public.” Nicholas

Airport Protests 
A Growing Trend 


Experts say political 
stunts at travel hubs 
could inspire terrorists 


LONDON I Protesters stormed the 
tarmac at one of Britain’s busiest 
airports, shut down two airports 
in Thailand and invaded a runway 
in Athens this year — and some 
experts see a worrisome pattern. 

In the post 9/11 era, protests at 
sensitive international airports have 
become an effective way to rattle 
nerves and publicize causes. 

Philip Baum, editor of Aviation 
Security International, said there 
was an “increasing trend for demon- 
strators to shut down airports.” 

Last month, a massive group of 
Thai anti-government protesters 

invaded Bangkok’s 

two main airports, 
leaving more than 
300,000 travelers 
stranded and para- 
lyzing the nation’s 
tourism industry. 

In the most 
recent protest, 
environmental 
action group Plane 
Stupid targeted 

Stansted Airport, 

northeast of London, cutting 
through its perimeter fence Mon- 
day and briefly knocking out Brit- 
ain’s third-busiest airport. 

Terrorists have long seen airports 
as a prime target — underlined by 
the attempt to ram a blazing, fuel-

laden car into a terminal at Scot- 
land’s Glasgow Airport last year. 

More recently, climate change 
protesters have targeted the air- 
line industry, which they claim 
contributes disproportionately to 
global warming. 

Tim Johnson, director of the 
activist group Aviation Environ- 
ment Federation, said it makes sense 
for climate protesters to target air- 
ports because they have been a big 
source of carbon emissions. 

But he acknowledged that direct 
action like the one at Stansted might 
inspire copycat tactics from other 
groups with different agendas. “It 
certainly puts the idea into people’s 
minds,” he said.

Media: China Critics Sent to Hospitals 


B E l J l N G I Chinese provincial authori- 
ties lock up critics and complain- 
ants in mental hospitals, local media 
reported in a rare look at official 
abuse of China’s health system. 

According to an article in the 
Beijing News, Shandong provincial 
officials in the city of Xintai com- 
mitted people who were seeking to 
attract the attention of authorities 
to their complaints over local cor- 
ruption or land seizures. 

Some were forced to take psy- 


chiatric drugs and all were told 
they would not be released until 
they signed pledges to drop their 
complaints, the paper said. 

The article appeared in the Bei- 
jing News on Monday and has been 
widely reproduced by other media. 
It also prompted a highly critical 
editorial Tuesday in the English- 
language China Daily, a newspa- 
per targeted at foreigners.

Tech Tragedy Looms Over Hearing 


Families and victims 
of shootings call Va. s 
gun sale laws too lax 

RICHMOND, VA. I One year after his 
sister was gunned down during the 
Virginia Tech massacre, 25-year- 
old Omar Samaha walked into a 
Richmond area gun show and was 
immediately greeted with offers 
from unlicensed gun dealer deal- 
ers hawking their wares. 

Samaha, who graduated from 
Virginia Tech in 2006, approached 


one of the dealers and asked to 
purchase an assault rifle. With- 
in minutes, he said, the sale was 
complete. 

“I wanted to see how easy it was, 
and it was by far one of the easiest 
things I have done,” Samaha told 
the Virginia State Crime Com- 
mission today. “They never asked 
me my age. They never asked me 
if I had a criminal record or was a 
terrorist, nothing.” 

Samaha, whose sister, Reema, 
was killed in Norris Hall, and other 
relatives and victims of the Virginia 


Tech shootings came to Tuesday’s 
hearing to renew their push for legis- 
lation that would require background 
checks for all gun-show sales. 

Lily Habtu of Woodbridge, who 
was shot in the wrist and jaw during 
the rampage, told lawmakers how 
her family escaped the war-torn Afri- 
can nation of Eritrea in 1985. As she 
broke down in tears, Habtu said her 
parents would have never imagined 
that the first member of their fam- 
ily to go to college would then find 
herself the victim of the worst mass 
shooting in U.S. history. 


“This tragedy would have never 
happened had he not had access 
to guns,” Habtu said. “I still can- 
not fathom how this could hap- 
pen here in America, of all places. 
... This is not the freedom that my 
family had searched for. This is not 
the American dream.” 

Unlicensed gun vendors at gun 
shows in Virginia are not required 
to conduct background checks on 
purchasers. Gun-control advo- 
cates call it a legal loophole that 
could lead to another massacre.

Fairfax police believe 
domestic dispute led 
to murder-suicide 

An 81-year-old Vienna-area man 
shot and killed his wife and mid- 
dle-aged son before turning the 
gun on himself, Fairfax County 
Police said Tuesday. 

The shooter, Thomas K. 
Appleberry, killed his wife, Rachel, 
81, and son, Thomas Jr., in an 
apparent domestic dispute, and 
police discovered their bodies 
Tuesday morning. 

Police responded to the family’s 
home in the 9600 block of Cinna- 
mon Creek Drive after receiving a 
call at 9:22 a.m. from the shooter’s 
daughter, who reported finding a 
dead body in the house. 

“Preliminarily, it appears this 
is a family tragedy and that’s 
how we’re investigating it,” police 
spokeswoman Lucy Caldwell 
said. 

All three victims sustained 
gun shot wounds to the upper 
body, and autopsies are pending, 
police said. 

The slayings bring the county’s 
homicide total to 20 so far this 
year, and follow a triple homi- 
cide last month in which three 
men were fatally stabbed in the 
Ravensworth Farm neighborhood.

Records: Lenders 
Ignored Warnings 


Former executives 
from Fannie, Freddie 
grilled on Capitol Hill 

WASHINGTON I Top executives at 
mortgage finance companies Fan- 
nie Mae and Freddie Mac ignored 
warnings that they were taking on 
too many risky loans years before 
the housing market plunged, 
according to documents released 
Tuesday by a House committee. 

E-mails and other internal 
documents released by the House 
Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee show that former Fan- 
nie Mae CEO Daniel Mudd and 
former Freddie Mac CEO Rich- 
ard Syron disregarded recommen- 
dations that they stay away from 
riskier types of loans. 

The two companies were seized 
in September by government reg- 
ulators. Two months later, Fred- 
die Mac asked for an injection of 
$13.8 billion in government aid 
after posting a massive quarterly 
loss. Fannie Mae has yet to request 
any government aid but has warned 
it may need to do so soon. 


Rep. Carolyn Maloney, D.-N.Y., 
grilled Syron about the Freddie 
Mac’s decision to fire David Andru- 
konis, its former chief risk officer. 
Andrukonis sounded warnings as 
far back as 2004 about the risks 
posed by loans in which borrow- 
ers didn’t provide proof of their 
incomes or detail their assets, 
according to e-mails released by 
the committee. 

“Do you regret firing him?” 
Maloney said. “Do you regret buy- 
ing these risky loans?” 

Syron said Andrukonis “was 
fired for a variety of reasons. It 
was not primarily for his having a 
view on credit.” 

Lawmakers were clearly frus- 
trated by what they called a lack 
of willingness among Syron and 
Mudd, plus former Fannie Mae 
CEO Franklin Raines and former 
Freddie Mac CEO Leland Brend- 
sel, to share any of the blame for 
the companies’ fortunes. 

“All four of you seem to be in 
complete denial that Freddie and 
Fannie are in any way responsible 
for this,” said Rep. Darrell Issa,

Portis Slams Zorn After Benching 


Still fuming after loss, 
star running back rips 
coach on radio show 

REDSKINS I A day after Redskins 
Coach Jim Zorn said Clinton Por- 
tis’ lack of practice contributed to 
his being benched during Sunday’s 
24-10 loss to the Baltimore Ravens, 
the running back fired back, point- 
edly criticizing the coach’s commu- 
nication and decision-making. 

In his weekly radio appearance 
on ESPN 980’s John Thompson 
Show, Portis dismissed as “B.S.” 
Zorn’s suggestion that missing 


practice had hurt his execution 
of assignments. He said he was at 
every meeting and every practice 
last week, noted that teammates 
had played on Sunday after missing 
practice the week before, wondered 
whether Zorn was watching differ- 
ent game film and guaranteed that 
he knows the Redskins’ playbook 
better than any player besides the 
team’s quarterbacks. 

“When have I missed a meet- 
ing?” Portis asked rhetorically. “Let 
me start missing meetings. Let me 
not come out [to] practice, let me 
sit my ass in the training room if 
I don’t know what’s going on. ... If

my coaches don’t feel like I can get 
it done, put me on the sidelines. You 
feel like I can help this team, put me 
on the field, and that’s all I’ve got to 
say about it. I don’t have to confront 
them. They know what they’ve got.

Zorn said he understood why 
the star running back felt like he 
had been benched and repeated 
his earlier explanation that back- 
up Ladell Betts was more precisely 
releasing from pass protection into 
route running. 

Portis “was getting out on routes, 
but it wasn’t exact and quick,” Zorn 
said. “I thought, ‘OK, here’s an oppor- 
tunity for us to get Ladell in, who has 
practiced, and he knows it.’ I think 
[Portis is] a confident player, and 
he would believe that he could do it 
without reps. I just made the deci- 
sion not to give him that chance.”

In Cincinnati, the Bungles Are Back 

Offseason speculation 
overshadows last days 
of team’s dismal year 


NFL I They are back to being the 
same old stumbling and bumbling 
Cincinnati Bengals. The respecta- 
bility to which Marvin Lewis and 
Carson Palmer elevated them just 
a few years ago is a quickly fading 
memory. 

Now the questions are: Will 


Lewis hang around as their coach 
beyond this season to try to get 
things fixed again? And will Palmer 
be healthy enough to assist him as 
the team’s quarterback? 

The answers probably won’t be 
known with any certainty until after 
the Bengals finish playing a dreary 
season that next includes a meeting 
with the Washington Redskins on 


Sunday at Paul Brown Stadium. 

The Bengals take a record of 
1-11-1 into the game, and there’s lit- 
tle reason to believe things will be 
any different for them in the coming 
weeks. But what matters most for the 
franchise is what happens when the 
season ends. Any NFL team revolves 
around its head coach and its quar- 
terback, and the Bengals have huge 
questions about both. 

Several people within the league 
said in recent weeks they believe 
owner Mike Brown is unlikely to 
fire Lewis and pay him the remain- 
der of a contract that runs through 
the 2010 season. But some also 
speculate privately that Brown and 
Lewis could agree to part ways after 
the season over team operational 
issues. Lewis fueled that when he 
said in a story published recently 
on the NFL’s Web site, “It’s not a 
shock to say that we have to make 
some changes for the future for me 
to remain here.” 

The former Redskins defensive 
coordinator didn’t respond to a mes- 
sage seeking further comment for 
this story. When he was asked during 
a news conference last week about 
the roster and assistant coaching 
evaluations he must make after the 
season, he refused to answer. 

“I’m not going to get into any of 
that,” Lewis said. “Obviously, at the 
end of any season, I think all the 
things you asked always happen.”

NFL to Make Major Cuts 


Recession forces even 
wealthiest of sports 
leagues to slash its staff 

NFL I The recession has hit the 
NFL. The league said Tuesday it 
is cutting more than 10 percent of 
its headquarters staff in response 
to the downturn in the nation’s 
economy. 

Commissioner Roger Goodell 
announced the cuts in a memo 


to league employees. The NFL is 
eliminating about 150 of its staff 
of 1,100 in New York, NFL Films 
in New Jersey and television and 
Internet production facilities in 
Los Angeles. 

“These are difficult and pain- 
ful steps,” Goodell wrote in the 
memo. “But they are necessary in 
the current economic environment. 
I would like to be able to report 
that we are immune to the troubles 
around us, but we are not. Properly 


managed, I am confident the NFL 
will emerge stronger, more efficient 
and poised to pursue long-term 
growth opportunities.” 

The NFL has been symbolic of 
the wealth surrounding profes- 
sional sports — its players will be 
paid $4.5 billion this year — but 
it now joins the NBA, NASCAR 
and the company that runs 
Major League Baseball’s Internet 
division in announcing layoffs.

As an electrifying running back 
at LSU, he became an All-Amer- 
ican, a Heisman Trophy winner 
and a national champion. He was 
smart enough to become a dentist 
and misguided enough to become 
a bankrupt convicted felon. 

His newest title: member of the 
College Football Hall of Fame. 

Twenty-two years after being 
released from prison and 11 since 
he was unemployed and broke, Can- 
non’s life is in order and his great- 
est accomplishments are being 
celebrated. 

“I don’t look back, they might be 
gaining on me,” Cannon said after 
a news conference with 12 other 
players and two coaches who were 
to be inducted in the Hall of Fame 
at the National Football Foundation 
awards banquet Tuesday night.

“He looks you 
straight in the eye when he’s talk- 
ing because he wants to see your 
heart and spirit,” said defensive 
tackle Chuck Darby, who played for 
Marinelli for five seasons in Tampa 
Bay. “He’s a straight-up guy.” 

Marinelli deflects non-football 
questions such as how he spent a 
long weekend after the Thanksgiv- 
ing game or how his experience in

Darby said he has met Marinel- 
li’s wife, but that is about the extent 
of the peek he’s had into Marinelli’s 
life away from the field.

Marinelli, though, has become 
the face and voice of a franchise that 
is picking up more national attention 
as it moves closer to becoming the 
NFL’s first 0-16 team. He has looked 
beleaguered recently after games, 
but bounces back each Monday to 
answer tough questions about why 
the team is losing and why his son- 
in-law, Joe Barry, is still employed 
as defensive coordinator. 

“If you just say, T give up, we’re 
no good, we can’t do this, oh woe 
is me’, and look for pity, that’s dis- 
graceful to me,” Marinelli said. “I 
look for every positive I can find on 
this football team to get them bet- 
ter.

The2009 Nissan 370Z isthefirstcarto have a computerized rev-matching system, 
to take the place of the lost art of “heel and toeing” a common practice in older days. 


Nissan 370Z’s digital 
rev-matching renders 
old method obsolete 

ERA OVER I The heel-and-toe down- 
shift — whereby drivers “blip” the 
gas pedal with the blade of their 
right foot, revving the engine, while 
keeping pressure on the brake pedal 
with the ball of the same foot — is 
becoming a lost art, a performance- 
driving shibboleth known to few 
and practiced by fewer. 

This tap dance allows drivers 
to match the engine’s speed, the 
rpm, with the rotational speed 
of the lower gear selected; other- 
wise, when the clutch is let out, the 
engine braking effect causes the 
car to stumble and slow down. If 
a car is already just hanging on, at 
the limits of tire adhesion, a badly 
muffed downshift will take weight 
off the rear end and cause a spin. As 
phenomenally brilliant a driver as 
I am, even I have experienced this 


a few hundred times. 

Once, all drivers understood 
heel-and-toe. Manual gearboxes 
were “unsynchronized” and so, if 
you didn’t rev-match the gears, you’d 


grind them marvelously. You also 
had to “double clutch,” but that’s 
another story. Heel-and-toe was 
cultural currency and automotive 
literacy, the stuff of plot points on 


the old radio cop drama “Calling 
All Cars.” It was to driving what 
a proper foxtrot was to the sum- 
mer cotillion. Then, synchronized 
manual transmissions became com- 
mon and automatic transmissions 
commoner still. Today, only about 
15 percent of the license-holding 
public knows how to drive a man- 
ual-transmission car. I’d estimate 
that only 1 percent know their heel 
from their toe. 

And now it’s time to say the final 
misty and maudlin words over 
heel-and-toe. The 2009 Nissan 
370Z is the first car to have a com- 
puterized rev-matching system — 
called, awfully enough, “SynchroRev 
Match” — in a conventional, H-pat- 
tern manual transmission. Gone 
now is the secret decoder ring of fast 
driving, the sacred handshake of the 
Clutch Brotherhood, the Esperanto 
of in-car footwork. “Sic transit glo- 
ria” heel-and-toe. 

With its cantilevered roof, whis- 
kered catfish mouth, zircon-like

The American Association of 
State Highway and Transportation 
Officials, working with the Adven- 


ture Cycling Association and other 
groups, recently approved a plan, 
four years in the making, that lays 
the foundation for the network. 
Now it’s up to each state to create 
the routes and put up signs. 

“It’s a big turning point,” said 
Jim Sayer, executive director of the 
Adventure Cycling group, an author- 
ity on transcontinental bike travel. 

“We’re coming down out of the 
clouds, having created the overall 
national plan, and getting to the 
nitty-gritty of creating interstate 
routes on the ground. It’s a great 
opportunity for the U.S. to estab- 
lish what could be the largest bicycle 
route network in the world.” 

Working from a bewildering 
tangle of existing roads, planners 
mapped a web of corridors where 
the national bicycle system should 
go. Each corridor on the map 
they approved is a broad swath 
50 miles wide; the precise routes 
within each corridor are still to 
be designated, calvin woodward (ap)

German vendors sell 
traditional Christmas 
crafts and delicacies 

NUREMBERG, GERMANY I This time of 
year, the Christmas spirit descends 
on Germany’s cities and towns in 
the form of wooden stalls laden with 
pretzels, toys and baked goods of 
all shapes and sizes. 

More than 130 places in Ger- 
many host Christmas markets, each 
one emphasizing regional special- 
ties and flair. The celebrations have 
developed into an art form, with 
handcrafted wooden ornaments, 
nativity displays and delectable 
treats that would leave Santa and 
his reindeer turning up their noses 
at mere cookies and milk. 

The markets are a major tourist 
attraction, drawing visitors from 
around the world. But the markets 
also draw on centuries of Christmas 
traditions in this country where the 


Protestant Reformation took root 
and where the current pope was 
born, with some customs dating 
back to the Middle Ages. 

Dresden, in Germany’s east, 
boasts the Striezelmarkt, the oldest 
documented Christmas market in 


the country, dating to 1434. It is the 
home of the largest “Christmas pyra- 
mid” — a 45-foot-high wood struc- 
ture lit with candles that spin the 
tiers of the decorated structure. 

The tradition for Christmas 
wood carving comes from the 


Erzgebirge, or “Ore mountains,” an 
old mining region south of the city 
that borders the Czech Republic. 
Nutcrackers and “smoking men” 
incense holders were originally 
created here. 

In Nuremberg in Bavaria, the 
city’s Christkindlmarkt is perhaps 
the most famous of all the markets, 
counting about 2 million visitors 
from Japan, the U.S., China, all 
over Europe and elsewhere around 
the world every year. 

In Berlin, the 17th-century Char- 
lottenburger Palace is brilliantly 
illuminated behind the market, 
and the Jewish Museum hosts a 
combined Hanukkah- Christmas 
market with kosher delicacies. 

Marco Geroni, 31, a lawyer from 
Italy on holiday in Berlin with his 
family, visited several markets. 

“I think the markets are very 
funny,” he said. “My mother is going 
crazy buying things for under the

NBC is holding on to 
Jay Leno by moving 
him to the 10 p.m. slot 

SCHEDULING I Making a radical 
change in prime time television, 
NBC is moving late-night talk show 
host Jay Leno to 10 p.m. 

The move would keep Leno 
from bolting to a rival network, 
as he has hinted. It also upturns 


decades of conventional wisdom 
that has kept the networks in lock- 
step in how they fill their prime 
time schedules. 

For decades, NBC, ABC and 
CBS have plugged the 10 p.m. hour 
with cop shows and medical dra- 
mas that have become increasingly 
costly to produce. NBC, which is 
in fourth place, hopes the gam- 
bit will staunch the bleeding in 
prime time and the loss of ad dol- 


lars by instead airing the lower- 
cost and potentially higher-profit 
talk show. 

Leno is scheduled to sign off as 
“The Tonight Show” host at the end 
of May to make room for Conan 
O’Brien, who would become the 
fifth host in the show’s 54 -year his- 
tory. NBC earns about $50 million 
a year in profit on “The Tonight 
Show.” 

“Jay gets to stay at his home, 


and NBC gets the benefit of his 
genius,” said one person close to 
the situation. 

NBC Universal Chief Executive 
Jeff Zucker nearly five years ago 
engineered “The Tonight Show” 
hand- off as a way to avoid the 
decision that NBC experienced 
16 years ago when it picked Leno 
over David Letterman to replace 
Johnny Carson. Letterman then 
defected to CBS, initially taking a 
chunk of “The Tonight Show” audi- 
ence with him. 

The deal to keep Leno behind his 
desk solves another costly dilemma 
for NBC. Only two of its 10 p.m. 
dramas have been solid performers, 
“Law & Order: SVU” on Tuesday 
night and the longtime Thursday 
night drama, “ER.” This is “ER’s” 
final season, and its departure was 
expected to leave a gaping hole in 
NBC’s schedule. 

Zucker appeared to be paving 
the way for the Leno announcement 
Monday when he told an investor 
conference in New York that NBC 
was weighing cutting back the 
amount of its weekly prime time 
programming to save money. 

Such a move by one of the major 
broadcast networks would have 
been unthinkable only a couple 
years ago but is no longer met 
with surprise as the industry grap- 
ples with audiences “time shift- 
ing” their viewing and watching 
shows online. 

A new soundstage is being pre- 
pared a couple of miles away, on the 
Universal Studios lot, for O’Brien, 
who takes over “The Tonight Show” 
in June, meg james (los angeles times)

Murder, disaster and 
life lessons are on 
Charlie Louvin’s mind 

MUSIC I Charlie Louvin, half of 
the celebrated Louvin Brothers, 
was raised with his late brother, 
Ira, on songs about tragedy and 
human frailty. 

At 81, Louvin has returned to 
that wellspring for his latest collec- 
tion, “Charlie Louvin Sings Murder 
Ballads and Disaster Songs,” which 


brims with an off-the-street imme- 
diacy more common to rap. Even 
though some of the material here 
was written nearly a century ago, 
the emotions the songs evoke are 
ever-relevant. 

Where titillation is often the 
alpha and omega of reality televi- 
sion, tragic songs can operate on a 
higher level both through the music 
in which the tales are couched as 
well as the life and spiritual lessons 
they typically contain. “Wreck of the 
Old 97” has been a cornerstone of

the country and bluegrass repertoire 
for decades.

Jamie Pressly looks

SEASON OF JOY I Jaime Pressly takes 
nothing for granted except her own 
tenacity. 

She leaves nothing to chance 
when she lands a role. Borrowing 
from real life, “I’m gonna watch, 
pay attention and emulate,” she 
says. “The way I’m gonna get under 
the skin of that character is to find 
something to relate to.” 

Pressly did that three seasons 
ago after winning the plum role of 
Joy Turner on the NBC comedy “My 
Name Is Earl” (airing Thursday at 8 
p.m.).

Mascara and big hair, hot pants 
and tank tops all are part of Joy’s 
repertoire.

To depict Joy, 
Pressly drew on her rural roots 
in Kinston, N.C., and the survival 
instinct they share. 

“We’re both tough as nails, but 
softies on the inside,” says Pressly. 

Maybe she does her job portray- 
ing Joy too well. 

“I’m not her, but no one wants 
to believe it,” Pressly says, “because 
I am from the South, and my past 
roles have indicated that’s all that 
I can be.” 

She is grateful, too, for the 
Emmy she won a year ago. When 
she heard her name announced,

she felt years of stick-to-itiveness 
had been borne out. 

Even so, she worries that she’s 
trapped by an image not unlike 
the blond bimbo stereotype that 
plagued her during the years she 
struggled to break into acting.

Like Earl with his list of wrongs 
he aims to correct, Pressly reels off 
career moves that, in retrospect, 
may not have served her long-term 
interests — Maxim and Playboy pic- 
torials, films like “Poison Ivy: The 
New Seduction” and “Ringmaster” 
— however much she needed the 
money and experience. 

She has an upcoming film, “I 
Love You, Man.” The comedy was 
shot during her “Earl” hiatus last 
spring. She stars with Paul Rudd, 
Jon Favreau, Jason Segel, Rashida 
Jones and Andy Samberg. That’s 
a rhythm she hopes to continue: 
Keep reveling in “Earl” while dem- 
onstrating she can do other things.

Soulja Boy Goes Marching On 


The tech-savvy artist 
is ready to ‘Birdwalk’ 
to the top of the charts 

YOUTUBE I Looking like a spoiled 
kid forced to sit in on his dad’s busi- 
ness meeting, DeAndre “Soulja 
Boy Tell’em” Way slumps in a black 
leather chair at Billboard’s New York 
offices, twiddling his thumbs on his 
two-way. He’s distracted. 

With BlackBerry in hand, the 
18 -year-old rapper-producer sports 
a bright yellow baseball hat with a 
baby-blue hair pick tucked under 
it, a track jacket and an oversized 
white tee, Yums Soulja Boy Block 
Star sneakers and a diamond- en- 


crusted chain and wrist cuff. 

It’s easy to dismiss Soulja Boy 
as a run-of-the-mill teenager, but 
appearances can be deceiving. His 
breakthrough was due in part to 
his Internet fame and many con- 
sider him a Web-savvy business 
prodigy. 

By the time Soulja Boy signed to 
Collipark/Interscope Records last 
summer, he’d already garnered an 
unfathomable online following from 
his YouTube channel and MySpace 
page. “I was one of the first artists 
to have a YouTube account, if not 
the first. I joined two months after 
the site launched,” Soulja Boy says. 
“I faked it until I made it. I acted 
like I was a celebrity. I was signing 


autographs, taking pictures, but I 
had no record deal. I was living the 
life of a star, but I was just a regu- 
lar kid then.” 

Soulja Boy then released “Crank 
That,” the top-selling digital track 
of 2007 and the third-biggest song 
download since such data started 
being tracked in 2003. “He’s a smart 
kid,” says the artist’s manager, Der- 
rick Crooms . “He understands this 
business more than most grown 
men I know.” 

Soulja Boy will use this savvy to 
promote his sophomore set, “ISoulja- 
BoyTellEm,” due Dec. 16 from Colli- 
park/Interscope Records. Producers 
Mr. Collipark, Polow Da Don and 
Drumma Boy helmed tracks for 


the set, while T.I., Shawty Lo, Sean 
Kingston, Yo Gotti and Gucci Mane 

— who Soulja Boy calls his mentor 

— make guest appearances. 

The first single, the dance-in- 
spired “Birdwalk,” is No. 47 on 
Billboard’s Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart and has sold 10,000 
downloads. 

“I’m just beginning to work the 
song — it always starts from the 
bottom up,” Soulja Boy says about 
the so-far modest sales. “People 
didn’t see the groundwork that 
went into ‘Crank That’; they just saw 
the success and sales. It probably 
won’t take as long with ‘Birdwalk,’ 
but it will still take a little time.

A Brilliant 
‘Battlestar 

Sci Fi execs hope to 
retain viewers when 
their hit show departs 

FAREWELL I The end is in sight for 
“Battlestar Galactica,” and the 
beleaguered humans of the Twelve 
Colonies aren’t the only ones fretting 
about their survival. The executives 
at Sci Fi, the cable channel that has 
ridden “Galactica” as its esteemed 
flagship, will now have to carry on 
without her. 

The final 10 episodes of “Battle- 
star” begin Jan. 19, and although a 
prequel series called “Caprica” has 
been locked in for 2010, that show 
begins with a new cast, a new story 
and no guarantees. Dave Howe, 
president of the cable station, owned 
by NBC Universal, said there was 
anxiety about losing the award-win- 
ning drama that gave Sci Fi much 
of its identity. 

“Believe me, none of us could ever 
overestimate the success of ‘Battle- 
star’ in terms of putting us on the 
map with not just a critical audience 
but actually with a new audience,” 
Howe said. “I think all of us will be 
depressed when it’s over.” 


On a recent visit to Los Ange- 
les, Howe was plainly proud of the 
broader success of Sci Fi, which for 
a considerable part of its 16 -year 
history was known primarily as a 
fanboy corner of the cable dial with 
reruns of “The Incredible Hulk” and 
“Planet of the Apes.” Now the chan- 
nel is in a different stratum. 

“We’re at No. 5 for the year,” 
Howe said, “and within spitting dis- 
tance of A&E at No. 4, which I think 
has shocked some people who have 
assumed that we’re so niche and 
narrow that we don’t even register 
on the Richter scale.” 

The question is how the channel 
will make the Earth move again. 
Howe pointed to the series “Sanc- 
tuary,” which premiered Oct. 3 and 
saw its pilot finish as the night’s 
No. 1 prime-time cable entertain- 
ment program among adults 25 to 
54, as part of the answer. 

If anything, Sci Fi seems to be 
dealing with too many ideas, with a 
staggering number of development 
deals. That might be a bit of anxious 
hyperactivity by a channel losing 
its go-to franchise. Howe clearly 
hopes there’s another “Galactica” 
in the stars. 

“To take something that was 
a cheesy 1970s show and turn 
it into something like the ‘West 
Wing’ of outer space is not some- 
thing that anybody set out to 
do,” he said. “It brought in people 
who would have never touched 
us before. Now we have to build 
on that. That is our challenge.”

On PBS, a Nazi’s war 
crimes cause his 
child daily anguish 

PASSED DOWN I A powerful story 
about the intersection of history, 
family, tragedy and even Hollywood, 
the “P.O.V.” (9 p.m., PBS) documen- 
tary “Inheritance” features a char- 
acter beyond the imagination of any 
screenwriter. Born in 1945, Monika 
Hertwig is now in her 60s, raising 
the grandchild her drug-addicted 
daughter can no longer nurture.

A new game called 
Humans vs. Zombies 
is popular at colleges 

It’s dusk on a brisk autumn Fri- 
day. At college campuses across 
the country, students are prepar- 
ing for a weekend of booze-fueled 
debauchery. 

The ritual extends even to tiny 
Goucher College. But some students 
at the liberal arts school north of 
Baltimore have found a different 
way to blow off steam. 

Several dozen students are being 
led on a march around the perim- 
eter of the wooded campus. They 
carry Nerf dart guns. A few bark 
out orders; the rest follow them. 
They watch each other’s backs and 
stay in formation. 

In their minds, they are among 
the last survivors of the human race, 
marching across a post-apocalyptic 
land where the dead rise from the 


from the crowd. Weed (who recent- 
ly graduated) is the puppet-master 
behind this bizarre display. 

As the students launch into a 
song-and-dance number, he can’t 
contain himself. His chuckles give 
way to laughter. “I love this game,” 
he says. 

The game is called Humans vs. 
Zombies. Weed and fellow student 
Brad Sappington invented it in 2005, 
drawing from games such as Assas- 
sins and Murder, in which players 
sneak around and kill one another 
by throwing balled-up socks. 

Really, it’s just a high-concept 
version of playground tag. But the 
introduction of zombies provided 
an irresistible wrinkle, allowing the 
game to tap into pop culture.

“It’s this way to watch an awe- 
some flick like ‘Dawn of the Dead’ 
or some zombie movie, and then try 
to be a part of what that means,” 
game moderator Trevor Moor- 
man said. 

It offers a perfect cover for col- 
lege students who don’t want to be 
called immature but aren’t ready to 
grow up yet, either. During a game, 
they can set aside the pressures of 
academics, tuition and the job mar- 
ket and run around like 8 -year-olds 
at recess. 

The game is simple: Humans 
identify themselves with bandanas 
around an arm or leg; zombies wear 
bandanas on their foreheads. Zom- 
bies kill humans by tagging them. 

After the rules for Humans vs. 
Zombies were posted online, the 
game spread to dozens of campuses. 
It’s popular at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, Bowling Green State 
University in Ohio and Indiana’s 
Ball State University, where more 
than 400 have played at a time. 

But it hasn’t always been

smoothly integrated into campus 
life. In the wake of mass shootings 
last year at Virginia Tech and this 
year at Northern Illinois University, 
some believe it’s insensitive, if not 
dangerous, for students to march 
or sneak around campus with plas- 
tic dart guns. 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
uproar came in April at Alfred Uni- 
versity, where the campus was locked 
down and text messages went out to 
students about a possible intruder 
after a staff member reported see- 
ing a man carrying what appeared 
to be a handgun. The suspect turned 
out to be a student playing Humans 
vs. Zombies, said Norman Pollard, 
dean of students. 

The game was suspended for the 
spring at the Alfred, N.Y., school, 
and Pollard met with organizers to 
discuss ways to continue it. 

“Here was a group of 75 stu- 
dents actively involved in a physical 
activity that didn’t involve drugs or 
alcohol,” Pollard said. “I can see the

Washingtonpost.com DVD columnist 
JEN CHANEY was online Tuesday to 
recommend DVD and Blu-Ray gifts 
and answer questionsabout what’s 
happening in the home video realm. 

I am a big fan of Blu-Ray, but have 
a question about Blu-Ray players: 
Do they all take forever to go from 
standby mode to “operational”? 

Blu-Ray discs in general tend to 
load more slowly because they 
contain much more data. This 
is an issue with a lot of players, 
but some have much slower load 
times than others. With the PS3, 
I haven’t found the load times too 
outrageous. But I have heard and 
read that complaint from others;

For 
instance, William Bennett, former

10 years of Prohibition, the death 
rate due to alcohol decreased 42 
percent, the death rate due to cir- 
rhosis of the liver decreased by 70 
percent, crime decreased by 54 per- 
cent, and insanity decreased by 66 
percent.” The question is whether 
these gains were worth $200 bil- 
lion in revenue losses and enforce- 
ment costs. But we should be clear 
that there were some gains made 
by Prohibition.

Having sung since childhood, she 
transferred to George Washington 
University from Seattle on a music 
scholarship but majored in inter- 
national affairs, aiming to be a 
foreign-service officer. She sang 
with Opera International during 
college. While working as a pro- 
gram officer for nonprofits, she 
managed D.C. company’s summer 
productions. 

The trouble: Bureaucracy was 
dull. For a few years, Dierksheide 
was an office manager and execu- 
tive assistant to pay the bills but 
kept starting new bachelor’s 
studies in music. Despite 
teaching voice to others 
and offering well-re- 
viewed recitals, a lack 
of piano proficiency held 
her back. 

Then came an all-but- 
complete event-management 
certificate and some graphic- de- 
sign classes. An event-management 
company launched in August 2001 
died slowly in the wake of 9/H. 
Eventually, Dierksheide returned 
to GW’s Elliott School in its office 
of career development for grad stu- 
dents. “It was ironic,” she says, “when 
I didn’t know what I was doing with 
my life, either.” 

Inspiration struck during a 
conversation with her brother: In 
December 2005, he mentioned 
checking out New York’s French 
Culinary School. Food careers ran in 
the family. She’d dreamed of open- 
ing a tea salon. Acquaintances who’d 
studied at LAcademie de Cuisine 
(lacademie.com; 301-670-8670) had 
loved it. Should she do the same, or 
was this interest a whim? 

Dierksheide quit her job, bor- 
rowed tuition money — the one- 


year professional pro- 
gram in Gaithersburg, 
which begins next month, 
costs $27,520 plus fees — and 
in July 2006 joined 15 others in a 
new artistic endeavor. “Divas are 
to chefs as stagehands are to bus- 
boys, but in this career the knives 
are real,” she grins. 

For the first three months, stu- 
dents watch a cooking demonstra- 
tion, then create the same dishes 
as lunch for their colleagues in 
the pastry program. In the second 
three months, they “do the same 
only faster and with more elaborate 
menus,” Dierksheide says. The last 
six months include restaurant work 
and a monthly workshop. 

The budding entrepreneur 
enjoyed working with LAcademie’s 
then-curriculum director, two-star 
Michelin chef Gerard Pangaud, 
and colleagues who’d cooked at the 
White House, the French Embassy, 
and Firehook Bakery. The school 
is widely considered the best of its

kind in the Mid-Atlantic. 

After graduation — 11 students 
finished the program —Dierksheide 
worked at a bakery, but its 
checks soon started bouncing. In 
September 2007 she plunged full- 
time into the Beehive, an Alexandria 
business that’s about 80 percent 
catering and afternoon teas, 20 
percent personal chefing. 

“Everything I’ve done has led to 
this career,” she says. “I can drape 
the tables and create decorations. 
I’ve designed my own Web site, 
logos, menus. I can speak to clients 
and vendors in a few languages, hire 
contractors [as prep cooks, waiters 
and dishwashers], do flowers, even 
discuss nutrition.” Dierksheide has 
created celebratory dinners for two,

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receptions for 150 and tea parties 
for seven costumed girls.

Wallace, a Bethesda native, says 
half her members come from the 
culinary industry and half from a 
different career altogether.

“The Business of Doing 
Business as a Personal Chef,” next at 
LAcademie Feb. 7 and 8, costs $995 
(register at personalchef.com); it’s 
also available on DVD and online 
and is geared toward personal-chef 
certification. Dierksheide didn’t take 
the course but is a certified mem- 
ber of ACPA. 

What’s next? “I have a book idea,” 
she muses. “I want to be a mom 
someday, and wedding cakes would 
work well with that. And I’d love a 
master’s in English literature ” 

Meanwhile, though Dierksheide 
occasionally got in trouble at 
LAcademie for singing in the kitch- 
en, now the tables are turned. She’s 
offering an Italian aria with a per- 
sonalized Valentine’s Day dinner.

Get All Fired Up 


Making the best 
of a bad economic 
situation: our layoff 
survival guide 

As a business manager at the D.C.- 
area offices of talent management 
firm Lee Hecht Harrison, Tya Bolton 
worked with companies that were 
downsizing to help transition staff 
being laid off. So when she was laid 
off in December of 2005, it seemed 
a little bit ironic. 

“It shocked me, but only for about 
30 minutes,” says Bolton, 31. “After 
30 minutes I was over it and already 
planning my next steps.” 

Thanks to her work experience, 
Bolton knew the next moves she 
needed to make. But for many oth- 
ers, it can sometimes be hard to get 
their careers back on track. 

According to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, the U.S. economy 
lost 1.2 million jobs in the first 10 
months of 2008. And based on the 
steady stream of bad news about 
American companies in dire straits, 
that number looks sure to rise. 

So what should you do if you get 
a pink slip instead of a bonus this 
year? Can even a layoff have a sil- 
ver lining? 


BE READY: “Make sure you’ve got 
everyone’s contact info away from 
the office,” says Nancy Collamer, 
career consultant and founder of 
Layoffsurvivalguide.com. “A lot 
of people leave all that stuff at the 
office, and the day you get termi- 
nated, you get escorted out the 
door.” Having your contact list at 
home helps you put out feelers fast- 
er once you’re ready to start your 
job search. 

TAKE SOME TIME: “Getting laid off is 
a loss, and people will go through 
the stages of loss,” says Melissa 
Fireman, founder and CEO of career 
management firm Washington 
Career Services. “If they’re still on 
anger, it’s really not a good time to 
start interviewing.” 

If you still have hard feelings 
about your layoff, write a letter 
to your boss venting your frustra- 
tions. “Get all your anger out of 
your head and on paper, and then 
go in the backyard and bury it,” 
says Marshall Brown, president of 
Marshall Brown & Associates, a 
local career and executive coach- 
ing firm. “If you’re still carrying 
that anger around, ... that’s going 
to come across.” 

DO YOUR HOMEWORK: Find out which

companies you’d like to work for and 
assess if they’ll likely be hiring soon. 

“Once you’ve begun to identify 
companies,” says Collamer, “set up 
Google alerts on them, so you know 
as soon as someone announces plans 
for an expansion.” 

DIFFERENTIATE: When it comes to 
resumes these days, one size defi- 
nitely doesn’t fit all. “Don’t print 
25 or 30 copies of your resume 
and plan to mail it out,” says Lita 
Epstein, author of the forthcoming 
book, “Surviving a Layoff’ (Adams 
Media, $9-95). “That’s not the way 
jobs are gotten today.” 

Look at the job and see how your 
resume compares. “It has to be tai- 
lored to the specific job using lan- 
guage from the job description,” 
says Brown. Lots of companies use 
computer programs to scan resumes, 
so using keywords found in the job 
description can help your resume 
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BOXED IN: If you feel like you’ve been filling out millions of these, you’re not alone. 


land near the top of the pile. 

NETWORK, NETWORK, NETWORK: The 

old saying goes that it’s not what you 
know, it’s who you know. In today’s 
job market, that’s definitely true. 

“I encourage folks to spend at 
least 80 percent of their job search 
time meeting people doing things 
they want to be doing,” says Brown. 
“People hear about [openings] 
through their network.” 

After you get laid off, let people 
know what happened and that you’re 
looking. Then expand your network 
by joining associations and alumni 
groups, scheduling informational 
interviews, and using online tools 
like Linkedln and Facebook. 

FIND SUPPORT:“Support groups can be 
very helpful in building your network 
and getting your mindset in a stron- 
ger place,” says Epstein. Community 
centers, libraries, churches, and 
professional associations can help 
steer folks toward these groups. 
Sometimes, if a company goes 
through a massive layoff, former 
employees come together online. 
“When my husband was laid off, 
he set up a Yahoo group of other 
people in his field who had gotten 
laid off,” says Collamer. “They’d 
post to the group job listings they’d 
heard about.” 

explore ALTERNATIVES: Consider 
internships and volunteering to main- 
tain your skills while making contacts. 
Says Brown, “I know a number of folks 
who wound up being hired when a 


position opened up.” 

Many people use a layoff to 
explore a career change. Erika 
Dongre, 39, had been thinking 
about moving to the nonprofit sec- 
tor. After she was laid off from Time 
Life in 2007, she made that switch. 
Now the associate director of direct 
response marketing at the American 
Diabetes Association, she’s glad her 
layoff gave her the reason to explore 
other options.

“I decided that this was my 
chance ... to find what might be 
the thing that gets me more excit- 
ed about going to work,” she says. 
“Some people might not have that 
luxury. But a layoff is good chance 
to kind of reevaluate what you really 
want to do.” 

For Bolton, she decided to fol- 
low her dream of starting her own 
business. “I temped at a law firm 
for about six weeks before I real- 
ized that I ... was ready to take the 
plunge,” says Bolton, who founded 
Exceptional Business Solutions, a 
business support firm, in 2006. “A 
lot of people are ashamed when they 
get laid off, but I took it and used it 
as an advantage.” beth luberecki

Want to work for 
Obama? You’ll 
need to stand out 
from the pack 

When Barack Obama was elected 
the 44th president of the United 
States, people black and white, 
young and old, rich and poor, filled 
the streets of Washington, cheering. 
A few days later, many of the same 
people flooded Obamas transition 
Web site, Change.gov, with appli- 
cations. And now, thousands who 
are full of hope for a job change are 
going to be very disappointed. 

Getting a non-career, or appoint- 
ed, position with Obama is going 
to be tough. Cross-your-fingers, 
say-a-prayer tough. Cutthroat. 
And connections will mean every- 
thing. Without them, “you’re bet- 
ter off buying a Powerball ticket,” 
says John Burke, the author of 
“Presidential Transitions: From 
Politics to Practice,” and a professor 
at the University of Vermont. 

Burke has studied presidential 
transitions from Carter to Clinton, 
and has seen five incarnations of 
the Plum Book — the book listing 
all political jobs that will need to be 
filled by the new administration — 
packed with appointees. Although 
political experience is not a pre- 
requisite to apply, those who have 
worked on the campaign or in pre- 
vious jobs in government have the 
best shot at prime positions. 


“A presidential transition team 
is looking for two things: People 
who have some association with 
the campaign — who are loyal to 
the agenda — and secondly, they 
may be looking for people with 
prior White House or administra- 
tion experience,” says Burke. So if 
you fit this description, now is the 
time to schmooze your way through 
the contacts list on your Blackberry. 
Call up old campaign friends and 
supervisors, ask for introductions 
and make networking your goal 
at events. 

That’s what Adam Feiler, the 
president of the Georgetown 
University College Democrats, is 


doing. He spent 14 months on the 
campaign trail as a field director 
for Students for Obama, and he’s 
hoping that his experience and con- 
nections there will help him get an 
appointee job in foreign policy or 
security in research, policy or com- 
munications. 

Competition is steep, even 
among Feiler’s friends and fellow 
college Democrats. 

“We’re competitive with each 
other, but we’re competitive with so 
many others that I don’t feel like my 
friends will be taking my spot more 
than anyone else will,” he says. 

As he prepares for graduation 
in December, Feiler knows that at

political jobs, but who have great 
experience in the financial sector 
or environmental fields could find 
their first public service jobs with 
the Obama administration. For 
other young or inexperienced can- 
didates, she recommends applying 
on Change.gov, but also pursuing 
career positions with the govern- 
ment on Usajobs.gov. 

“USA Jobs will be booming in 
February, because the agencies 
will start hiring,” says Troutman. 
She thinks that the FDIC, SEC and 
FDA will especially be looking for 
new candidates, because they will 
be made a higher priority in this 
administration. 

For candidates who were swept 
up in the excitement of the elec- 
tion, but lack qualifications for 
government jobs, Burke suggests 
seeking positions in sectors that 
intersect with government and 
politics, like lobbying, law firms 
and nonprofits. 

It’s a good time to be in 
Washington, but also a competi- 
tive time. Starry-eyed Democrats, 
lured in by Obama’s charisma, are 
eager to get into government even 
if it means they have to take less- 


than-glamorous positions. 

“The government is getting a 
facelift and people want to be on 
board to make it happen,” says 
Troutman. “The focus is now not on 
Iraq, it’s on fixing America. People 
want to be part of fixing America.”

She noted that there was an 
increase in public service inter- 
est after Sept. 11 because people 
wanted to help keep America safe; 
likewise, they want to be a part of 
solving economic and environmen- 
tal problems. 

Troutman recommends that 
applicants get their resumes submit- 
ted by Jan. 1. Hiring will likely begin 
right after the inauguration. 

“Obama is so fast. [His transi- 
tion] will take about four months,” 
says Troutman. “For Clinton, it took 
a year — he didn’t have the technol- 


ogy. Obama is world-class fast. He 
has to be.” 

When you apply for government 
jobs, computer programs or human 
resources professionals often comb 
through piles of resumes looking 
for key phrases, and eliminating 
resumes that have omitted them. 
Troutman recommends that any- 
one who has applied for a job with 
Obama that did not include the word 
“change” update his or her resume 
to include it, immediately. 

“Most people don’t even think of 
that,” says Troutman, whose book, 
“10 Steps to a Federal Job, Second 
Edition,” comes out in January. 
“Write about things you’ve done 
that have involved change, even as 
a student, even life change.” 

Because creativity is so valued by 
the new administration, Troutman 
decided not to create a resume tem- 
plate on her Web site, for fear that 
people would mindlessly copy it, 
thus lowering their chances. 

But presenting oneself as some- 
one who is experienced, well-con- 
nected and an agent of change 
might be too subtle. Troutman’s 
final advice? Be boastful. 

“Pull out some bragging,” she 
says. “This is not the time to just say, 
T’m pretty good.’” After that, all you

Millennials see 
entrepreneurship 
as a means to do 
good, not get rich 

Drew Chafetz, 25, a graduate of the 
private Maret School with a degree 
in economics from the University 
of Colorado, makes no money. He 
lives with his parents in Northwest 
Washington, sleeping in the same 
poster-filled basement room of 
his teenage years. For breaks, he 
moseys outside in his slippers and 
kicks around a soccer ball. 

But Chafetz is no slacker. He is 
actually on an alternative achieve- 
ment track popular with his gen- 
eration: social entrepreneurship. 
Chafetz works full time on a proj- 
ect he founded called love.futbol. 
The nonprofit organization helps 
build low-maintenance soccer fields 
in communities where children 
often have no place to play except 
garbage-strewn lots or hard-to- 
reach fields. 

Social entrepreneurship, the 
movement in which people launch 
nonprofit or business ventures 
to address systemic problems in 
impoverished areas, emerged near- 
ly three decades ago and is grow- 
ing in appeal among young adults. 
Chafetz and others in their 20s or 
early 30s are leveraging business 
partnerships, grants and donations 
for their own initiatives. 

It would be easy for Chafetz to 
enroll in graduate school or get a 
paying job, as many social entre- 
preneurs do. But he has chosen a 
less-predictable option. “This is my 
reality, that I could do something 
about this, now,” Chafetz said. 

Every generation has its altru- 
ists. But many Millennials, born in 
the late 1970s or early ‘80s, are dis- 
playing a notable urgency to make 
social change. 

UCLA’s national poll of col- 
lege freshmen has found that 
Millennials are starting in some 


ways to resemble baby boomers in 
their level of interest in helping oth- 
ers during their young adult years. 
For instance, about 70 percent of 
incoming freshmen in 2007 said it’s 
“essential or very important” to help 
others in difficulty, the highest that 
figure has been in 36 years. 

In recent years, more than 30 
business schools have launched 
social entrepreneurship programs. 
The number of law schools that

support pro bono programs or 
require students to work in them 
rose to 145 this year, from 100 in 
2001, according to an American 
Bar Association survey. 

Pamela Hartigan, co-author 
of the new book “The Power of 
Unreasonable People: How Social 
Entrepreneurs Create Markets That 
Change the World,” said today’s 
young idealists differ from their 
predecessors. 

“Young people today ... believe 
that change is going to be brought 
about by business and market disci- 
pline,” Hartigan said. “And so they 
seek to set up enterprises, not to 
pad their pockets, but to transform 
what is broken in our societies.” She 
added that some get restless: “They 
are very impatient about not having 
a job that’s meaningless.” 

Andrea Chafetz, a designer whose 
hair accessories are sold at Neiman 
Marcus, and Marc Chafetz, a lawyer 
who once helped lead a venture capi- 
tal firm, have allowed their son since 
college graduation in 2006 to live at 
their Chevy Chase home and work on 
love.futbol, which was incorporated 


two years ago. Chafetz hatched the 
idea in Morocco, on vacation during 
college, where he saw children kick- 
ing a soccer ball in a dangerous alley. 
After graduation, he and a friend 
named Alfredo Axtmayer launched 
the project in Guatemala, where they 
had a well-connected friend. So far, 
love.futbol has helped build three 
fields, at a cost of $5,000 each in raw 
materials, in three rural communi- 
ties. Chafetz and his team provide 
guidance and seed money, but each 
town volunteers labor to construct 
the fields. He hopes the model can 
be replicated in Latin America, the 
Caribbean and Africa. 

The venture has been supported 
largely by friends and members of 
District Sports, a recreational adult 
sports league; grants from organi- 
zations such as the J. Willard and

Alice S. Marriott Foundation; and 
fundraisers at bars in Washington, 
Boston and New York. 

Chafetz hopes to earn a living 
someday off his passion, but wait- 
ing for that moment is not easy, 
especially as a single man in his 20s 
living at home while many friends 
are raking it in “I have friends mak- 
ing $250,000,” Chafetz said. “With 
time, you don’t identify with them 
anymore.” 

Now, Chafetz and his staff of 15 


(mostly young professionals and col- 
lege students, most of whom work 
for free) are looking for the next 
recipient communities. 

So he is busy, working in the liv- 
ing room, or at an Adams Morgan 
coffeehouse, strategizing with oth- 
ers on staff. Some days, Harvard 
Business School students consult 
him on ideas such as how to part- 
ner with Nike or Adidas. 

Recently, Chafetz put on his 
headset, dialed up his Skype to a 
contact in the Guatemalan gov- 
ernment and started asking in 
rough Spanish about potential 
field locations and what the offi- 
cial thinks about the situation for 
children there. “^Como es Atitlan? 
^Santiago? <LQue piensas exacta- 
mente de la situacion con los ninos?”

certification course needed to become 
an entry-level skydiving instructor 
requires the completion of at least 100 
jumps and passing an exam with writ- 
ten and practical components.

What’s the difference between 
being shy and being an introvert? 

An introvert will have energy 
drawn out of them by social situa- 
tions, whereas an extrovert gains 
energy from these same kinds of 
interactions. A shy person doesn’t 
want to have those interactions [at 
all]. You can get over being shy, but 
you don’t ever really get over being 
an introvert. 

What are the challenges of being 
an introvert in business? 

A lot of emphasis is put on how you 
interact with other people in your 
office. The last thing an introvert 
wants to do is be social every day 
after work. So they may be perceived 
as not being friendly or open. They 
also might miss out on opportuni- 
ties that move a business forward. 
We can all do a good job, but how 
we’re perceived and liked makes a 
big difference. 

Why is self-promotion important, 
especially for introverts? 

Extroverts naturally have the abil- 
ity to talk about how great they are, 
whereas introverts don’t like to draw 


that kind of attention to themselves. 
The idea of saying “I did a good job 
on that project” is kind of foreign 
to them. To be noticed, you need to 
raise your hand and say, “Did you 
see what a good job I did?” 

Can introverts succeed in any career? 

I think introverts can find success 
in anything that they have a passion 
for. If you have passion for sales, do 
sales, just do it differently than an 
extroverted person would. There 
are public speakers who are intro- 
verted, but they’ve learned how to 
... balance their needs as an intro- 
vert, which might be spending time 
by themselves before a big event or 
after so they can refresh. 

Networking tips for introverts? 

Set up small group meetings or 
one-on-ones with people you want 
to network with. Find those people 


who you think are valuable and have 
coffee with them. If you do go into 
a larger networking event, find a 
buddy, somebody you can go with 
who’s maybe more outgoing and 
extroverted. That way, the fear of 
being the only one standing in a 
room by yourself is gone. 

Why do you want to share what 
you’ve experienced with others? 

It wasn’t so much that I didn’t want 
to network and get to know people 
and build a social circle or have 
more friends. I wanted all those 
things, I just didn’t want to do it 
in a crowded bar. Once I realized 
I didn’t have to spend every night 
going to these networking events 
and that I could take that time and 
get to know a few people better, I 
was more successful knowing a few 
people better than I was knowing a 
lot of people not very well.
